Intton mny appear to be nrt e.xorpl 
from n recent book on etiquette, 
but the fticl Is, It was found in nn 
1BD1 copy of The Household Gem 
Cyclopedia" loaned lo me by Mrs, 
fimmell Thompson. 


Apparently, even when the book 


was published In 1801, It Wns foil 
that there wns need for discussion 
find practice of the rules find hnblls 
of polite society. Today, 'there arc 
numerable articles and books writ- 
ten about "cllciuellc," so the need 
'must sllll lie pi'cscnl. 


Why does II seem so hard In so 


many instances for us lo prnclicc 
good manners? 
Maybe it Is be- 


cause of poor training ns children 
or loo few demands on us ns ndulls. 
Or, because In our minds we often 
mnkc gracious manners a compli- 
cated procedure. 


The best thing to remember is 


thai being polite is simply being 
thoughtful of others, 


It is to your personal advantage 


as well as lo the advantage of 
others to be courteous. A shining 
example of this Is found In Japan, 
where department' stores are now 
conducting a politeness campaign 
because the owners know it af- 
fects sales. 


One personnel manager is said 


to have told a group of recruits: 
"We'll have to first make Jndips 
and gentlemen out of you before 
you are of any use." 


Getting back lo Ihc old book, 


much space was given to a dis- 
cussion of the art of conversation. 
"The matter of conversation Is as 
important 
ns 
the mnnnar," the 


reader was told. There followed a 
very long list of subjects to avoid 
as topics for conversation. These 
included 
practically 
everything', 


and when tho reader had begun 
to wonder just what was left lo 
talk about, this sentence caught the 
eye: 
"A good listener is more to

society in which he ,is placed, 


With these objects in view, it is 


plainly as much a moral duty to 
cultivate one's manners as one's 
mind, and no one can deny that a 
man is a belter citizen for being 
a gcntlemnn in tho sense thai true
